This can best be 
accomplished by housing elsewhere elements such as TSS Lab- 
oratories, Priming Services, some Training Classrooms, etc., 
which require large amounts of space hut few people and which 
caa function away from the main headquarters with less incon- 
venience than other large users of space with few people such as 
the OCR Library and Register!, DD/P Records Integration, «tc .
